President likely to resist call 
for quick handoff of power 

WASHINGTON | President Bush in his U.N. 
speech Tuesday will resist French and 
German pressures for a quick surrender 
of U.S. authority in Iraq, top aides said. 
American and European diplomats worked 
behind the scenes to draft a compromise on 
the pace of a handover. 

The president cited “good progress” in Iraq 
as he met with two visiting Iraqi ministers 
in the Oval Office on the eve of his speech. 
His national security adviser, Condoleezza 
Rice, criticized any plans to 
rush the transfer of power, 
saying it must come in “an 
orderly process.” 

According to dip- 
lomats familiar with 
early discussions, a draft 
Security Council reso- 
lution backing a multi- 
national occupation force, circulated by 
American officials, won’t specifically meet 
French demands for a timetable on the 
handover. Instead, it will call on the 25 -mem- 
ber U.S.-picked Iraqi Governing Council to 
come up with a timetable of its own — a com- 
promise that may satisfy the French only if 
a framework for such a timetable is agreed 
upon privately ahead of time.

SAN FRANCISCO | A federal appeals 
court heard arguments Monday 
about whether to let California’s 
gubernatorial recall election go for- 
ward on Oct. 7, sparring with a schol- 
ar on whether the Supreme Court’s 
Bush V. Gore decision is grounds for 
postponing the vote. 

Harvard University scholar 
Laurence Tribe, who argued for 
the Democrats in the Florida dis- 
pute that reached the Supreme 
Court in 2000, said allowing some 
counties to use punch- card ballots 
will cause thousands of votes to go 
uncounted. 


Tribe said punch-card bal- 
lots “are not lawful to use” in the 
upcoming California election, 
since the state already knows they 
are error-prone. 

Last week, a three-judge panel of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
postponed the Oct. 7 election, repeat- 
edly citing the Bush v. Gore ruling 
in which the Supreme Court halted 
the Florida recount because coun- 
ties were using different standards 
to read the ballots. 

Arguing for the state. Deputy 
Attorney General Douglas Woods 
said trial judge Stephen V. Wilson got 
the case right in mid-August when 
he rejected any postponement. 

“Today, with this election ongo-

Ali Akbar Salehi said that Iran 
had been allowing the International 
Atomic Energy Agency more over- 
sight than required under the 
Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty. 


“From now on we will act according 
to the current regulations,” Salehi 
said.

Salehi said Iran will continue 
talks with IAEA on signing addi- 
tional protocols to the nonprolifer- 
ation treaty that would subject his 
program to in-depth checks.

Fixed printing costs on any job 
include the paper, wear on the press, press 
operator’s time and any ink charges. Since 
the press is already set up, it only takes a 
few more minutes to run a couple hundred 
pieces more. 

9. Eliminate Bleeds 

Many people enjoy the effects of bleeds. 
Yet the cost is often overlooked until it’s 
too late. Bleeds happen when an ink color 
runs to the edge of the page. Achieving 
the effect requires larger, often irregular 
size sheets of paper and increases 
production time dramatically. Both add to 
the cost of the job. 

10. Choose Screens Over a 
Second or Third Color 

By applying screens to one or two colors, 
you can make your piece look as if it 
contains several more colors. For example, 
if you used a royal blue as your base color, 
you could screen back your wording in blue 
so it was closer to a sky blue. 

You can create some very dramatic effects 
using this technique, however, you must be 
careful that only bolder types get screened 
back so that your piece remains legible. For 
more information about screens, talk to 
your Whitaker and Frost rep. 


1 1 . Design for Flexibility 

The more flexible you can be with your 
piece, the better. For example, if you design 
your company’s brochure in such a way that 
a panel can be taken out without losing vital 
information, you can continue to use the 
brochure without the panel containing dated 
information. Suppose you have a panel that 
has rates on it. You could cut this panel 
off, create another one and use the new one 
as an insert for your now two-panel 
brochure. 


12. Use Masters 

Say you have a letterhead that is two colors. 
By creating masters, you can print 
everything that is printed in one color such 
as the logo and address. Then the press 
operator can go back later and imprint 
names or other selective information in 
another color of ink. Masters may or may 
not save you money depending on the 
quantity. When dealing with hundreds of 
copies of business cards or letterhead, they 
can definitely help. They are very effective 
for companies that have several locations 
or several employees.

U.S. Investigates 
Attack on Taliban 


American-led assault 
in Afghanistan may 
have killed 10 civilians 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The U.S. 
military said Monday it is investi- 
gating reports that a deadly attack 
on a Taliban commander hiding in 
a tent in southern Afghanistan also 
killed 10 nomads. 

U.S. helicopters fired on the tent 
last week after tracing the satellite 
telephone of Mullah Mohammed 
Gul Niazi, who Afghan officials said 
had been leading attacks against 
U.S.-led forces in Zabul province. 

While the U.S. military initially 
said it was “highly confident” that 
only enemy fighters had been killed, 
Zabul officials said 10 civilians also 
died in the attack in Naubahar, 120 
miles northeast of Kandahar. 


“We investigate all incidents of 
possible noncombatant casualties,” 
the U.S. military said Monday in 
a statement from its headquarters 
at Bagram Air Base, north of the 
capital, Kabul. It insisted U.S. -led 
forces took “every precaution” to 
avoid such casualties. 

Suspected Taliban militants have 
stepped up attacks against U.S.-led 
forces, Afghan police and aid work- 
ers in recent months, (ap)

Qureia Voices 
Concerns About

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | The 
Palestinian premier-designate com- 
plained Monday about the “chaos” 
of weapons in the West Bank and 
Gaza but suggested that — like his 
predecessor — he will not use force 
to disarm militant groups. 

“We still need more consulta- 
tions on ending the chaos in the 
streets, in the administration and in 
the Palestinian mentality,” Ahmed 
Qureia told reporters. “This is the 
main issue ... including the chaos 
in using, distributing and storing 
weapons.” 

That was one of the strongest 
statements yet by a Palestinian lead- 
er against the proliferation of illegal 
weapons in the hands of militants 
in the Palestinian areas. Qureia did 
not say what steps, if any, he would 
take to round up weapons. 

Also on Monday, a Palestinian 
source said Israel agreed in prin- 
ciple to free hundreds of prisoners. 
Israeli officials denied reports the 
swap with Lebanese militants could 
include top-ranking Palestinian 
official Marwan Barghouti. (ap)

RICHMOND, VA. | Key Republican 
Party figures not only knew that 
Edmund A. Matricardi III planned 
to covertly monitor a confidential, 
high-level Democratic Party con- 
ference call, they encouraged it, 
Matricardi said Monday. 

In a court proceeding where he 
publicly discussed his role in the 
scandal for the first 
time, Matricardi 
detailed a scheme 
that actively 
involved at least 
four other influen- 
tial Republicans, 
including his for- 
mer boss and party chairman, 
Gary R. Thomson. 

Thomson not only knew that 
Matricardi had secured phone 
numbers and pass codes for the 
conference call from a disaffect- 
ed Democrat, he helped plan the 
calls and listened in briefly to the 
first call on Friday, March 22, 
2002, the party’s former execu- 
tive director said. 

Matricardi described Thomson 
and then- House Speaker S. Vance 
Wilkins as enthusiastic about inter- 
cepting insider information. 

“No one at any point was ever 
hitting the brakes,” Matricardi said 
during a hearing in Henrico Circuit 
Court on his petition to reinstate

WASHINGTON I Four days after 
Hurricane Isabel blew through 
the area, government offices and 
businesses reopened but conditions 
were far from a normal Monday for 
many.

Sluggers not matching 
past home run totals 
in steroid-testing era 

PRO BASEBALL I Baseball’s biggest 
sluggers look as if they’ve lost a little 
pop in their bats. For the first full 
season since 1993, it appears that 
none of the game’s top power hit- 
ters will reach 50 home runs. 

Could it be because baseball 
started testing for steroids this 
season? Some players think so. 

Before the 1994-95 strike, play- 
ers hit at least 50 homers just 18 
times. Since the strike, players have 
reached 50 homers 18 times. Sammy 
Sosa topped 60 in three seasons and 
Mark McGwire did it twice, hitting 
a record 70 in 1998. Then in 2001, 
Bonds hit 73. 

Going into the final week of 
this season, Alex Rodriguez led 
the majors with 47 homers. Barry 
Bonds had 44, tied for second with 
Jim Thome. 

Bob Costas, a longtime baseball 
broadcaster, says it’s too early to tell 
if there’s a link between drug tests 
and the power drop at the top. 

“Is it possible that there will 
be some positive, long-range 
effect? Yes. But I wouldn’t jump to 
that conclusion yet,” Costas said.

PERSONALITY I Did you hear the 
one about the professional wres- 
tler who became a big Hollywood 
action star? Now he wants to do 
comedy — maybe even a “Gosford 
Park”-like drama. 

Seriously. Dwayne “The Rock” 
Johnson is best known as an impos- 
ing trash-talker in the wrestling ring 
and a menacing assassin on the big 
screen.

MUSIC I It took the fiercely indepen- 
dent Shelby Lynne a dozen years of 
navigating record industry mine- 
fields to make “Identity Crisis” 
(Capitol), an album that prop- 
erly showcases the raw passion 
and soulful instincts that always 
seemed within her reach. 

When the dark, tormented 
strains of 2000’s “I Am Shelby 
Lynne” didn’t connect with record 
buyers, Lynne set out in 200l’s 
“Love, Shelby” to make a lighter, 
more radio -friendly album. When 


that uneven work failed to bring her 
a wider audience (and caused some 
old fans to scratch their heads), 
Lynne turned once more to her 
daring side — with mostly mar- 
velous results. 

“If I Were Smart” is the most 
moving torch song Lynne has 
written, and her vocal captures bril- 
liantly the disabling pain of losing a 
soul mate — an ache so bad that it 
maybe better to sacrifice all feeling 
rather than risk being hurt that way 
again. “If I were smart, I wouldn’t 


have a heart,” Lynne sings. 

Other tunes, notably “I Don’t 
Think So,” also express the isola- 
tion of “I Am Shelby Lynne,” but 
she also steps beyond the shad- 
ows of that album in bright, even 
playful ways. “Lonesome,” a lushly 
orchestrated country ballad, is an 
even better Patsy Cline salute than 
LeAnn Rimes’s “Blue.” 

There are a couple of rough spots 
(including the unchecked anger of 
“Evil Man” and the cosmic under- 
currents of “One With the Sun”), but 
the heart of “Identity Crisis” mixes

Mirrored Images 


Watching yourself 
work out is a real 
downer, study finds 

FITNESS I Mirrors are as common as 
paint on the walls of health clubs, 
but what is so inspiring about 
watching yourself gasping and 
drenched in sweat? 

For exercise novices, not much, 
according to a study in the jour- 
nal Health Psychology, which found 
that women who exercised in front 
of a mirror felt worse than women 
who exercised without them. 

Researchers at McMaster 
University in Hamilton, Ontario, 
looked at 58 sedentary women with 
an average age of almost 21. The 
women rode exercise bikes, once in 


a mirrored room and once with the 
mirrors covered by curtains. 

When the women could watch 
themselves in the mirror, they 
wound up feeling worse than 
they did when they couldn’t see 
themselves. The mirrored rides 
left women feeling less calm and 
more fatigued. Even women with 
high body-image scores felt worse, 
said McMaster researcher Kathleen 
Martin Ginis. 

Other studies have found that 
gazing into a mirror tends to 
make a person feel worse, Ginis 
said. Exercise, on the other hand, 
tends to make people feel better 
about themselves, and the study 
was designed to see if the exercise 
effect outweighed the mirror effect.

PIRACY I Recording companies are 
cautiously eyeing a new generation 
of smart CDs that promise to stifle 
music fans’ ability to use file -swap- 
ping networks while still allowing 
them some freedom to make cop- 
ies and share music. 

Next week, BMG Entertain- 
ment’s new album by hip-hop singer 
Anthony Hamilton will be the first 
commercial release to use a technol- 
ogy that restricts copying yet lets 
buyers play protected CDs on com- 
puters and burn copies onto blank 
CDs. Fans can even send copies to 
friends over the Internet. 

So far, the top five recording 
companies, concerned about the 
technology’s effectiveness and a 
backlash from fans, have large- 
ly released copy-protected CDs 
commercially only outside the 
United States. 

Early copy-proofing efforts 
prompted complaints that in 
some cases users could no longer 
play legally bought CDs on com- 
puters, away of listening the com- 
panies now recognize many fans 
have come to prefer.

Does Dominion work with Pepco 
and Other power companies during 
disaster relief efforts?

Please explain why customers 
should not run an extension cord 
from one house to another. 

The concern is taking an exten- 
sion cord and running it from the 
wall socket of one house and then 
into the wall socket of the house 
without power. This not only 
doesn’t work, but also creates a 
dangerous situation if you’re try- 
ing to run a whole house from an 
extension cord. 

Do you have any tips for what peo- 
ple should do after their power is 
restored after a prolonged outage? 

Turn off major appliances such 
as heat pumps, water heaters and 
stoves. Unplug other appliances 
such as TVs, stereos, microwaves 
and computers. This will prevent 
damage to the appliance and pos- 
sible overloads to the company’s 
system when power is restored. 

What is your procedure for working 
with homeowners when one of their 
trees takes down a power line? 

Dominion crews will safely 
untangle wires and remove 
downed wires from your property.
